The life of Geneseo is much like 
that of other small western New York 
towns, and it was decided to see if 
something could be done to develop 
more local interest in trade. A num­ 
ber of the merchants of Geneseo de­ 
cided to combine and form a business 
melt’s association 
to advertise the 
town and help the community, says 
tile New England Homestead. 
A large nu miter of the men decided 
t Fiat tile thing to do xx as to arrange 
some method for bringing the people 
to town, it was decided, therefore, to 
try holding a free auction each month. 
Any fanner could send in anything he 
desired to sell and tile business men 
would advertise it. catalogue it, pay 
for an auctioneer to sell it and turn 
over the proceeds without any expense 
to the farmer. 
At this time tile different merchants 
arranged 
special 
prices on certain 
lines of goods thus: Seven cakes of 
soap for 2.’* cents or nineteen pounds 
of sugar for $1. One enterprising 
jeweler on cue first public auction day
